To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1951  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough. 

Live  Births  during  the  year  totalled  563,  an  increase  of  39  over 
those  in  1950.  A halt  thus  occurred  in  the  fall  in  the  number  of 
births  which  had  been  progressive  since  1947,  and  the  level  was 
restored  to  that  obtaining  in  1948.  Illegitimate  births  contributed 
21  to  the  total,  a percentage  of  3.73.  This  is  the  lowest  proportion 
of  illegitimate  births  reached  in  the  downward  trend  in  illegitimacy 
from  10.28  per  cent,  in  1945. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  18.51  is  1.3  higher  than  that  of  1950.  The 
application  of  the  Comparability  Factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar- 
General  yields  a rate  of  19.25  which  is  3.75  higher  than  the  general 
birth  rate  of  15.5  in  England  and  Wales  and  2.55  higher  than  that 
pertaining  to  148  smaller  towns  in  aggregate. 

Still  births  numbered  12,  as  they  did  in  1948  and  1949  ; the 
low  figure  of  seven  in  1950  was  exceptional.  The  Still  Birth  Rate 
per  1,000  population  was  0.39  and  in  line  with  the  aggregate  figure 
of  0.38  in  respect  of  “ smaller  towns  ” The  Rate  per  1,000  total 
births  (live  and  still)  was  20.87. 

Deaths  depleted  the  population  by  343,  some  26  more  than 
1950.  However,  this  was  more  than  compensated  for  by  the  excess 
of  births,  so  that  the  natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths) 
of  220  was  some  13  more  than  in  1950.  The  mid-year  population 
estimate,  following  on  the  Census  last  year,  was  30,410  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year’s  estimate  of  30,440. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  in  1951  is  11.28  ; the  adjusted  rate  for 
area  comparison  of  10.94  is  1.6  lower  than  the  rate  applicable  to  the 
smaller  towns  and  the  country  as  a whole,  thus  maintaining  a differ- 
ential of  the  same  order  as  in  1950. 

Infant  Deaths  (i.e.,  under  one  year  of  age)  were  12,  two  fewer 
than  1950.  In  consequence  of  this  and  the  larger  number  of  live 
births,  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  showed  a further  decline  to  21.31 
per  thousand  live  births  ; the  corresponding  rate  in  the  smaller  towns 
was  27.6. 
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Infectious  disease  was  prevalent,  contrasting  strongly  with  the 
low  incidence  in  1950.  Epidemic  influenza,  accounting  for  the 
majority  of  the  pneumonia  notified,  was  associated  in  the  early  months 
of  the  year  with  a measles  epidemic,  the  final  magnitude  of  which 
(825)  equalled  the  severest  on  record  (i.e.,  since  it  became  notifiable 
in  1939).  Whooping  cough  was  prevalent  throughout  the  year  and 
totalled  179  cases.  Scarlet  fever,  while  not  epidemic,  showed  a 
departure  from  the  low  incidence  of  the  previous  three  years.  Dysentery 
was  widespread  in  the  country  and  local  manifestations  took  the 
form  of  a localised  outbreak  and  a few  isolated  cases.  Finally,  for 
good  measure,  isolated  cases  of  paratyphoid  were  imported  from 
another  area  and  a typhoid  carrier  from  overseas  gave  rise  to  a case 
in  his  own  family. 

Nevertheless,  no  deaths  were  notified  as  due  to  measles, 
whooping  cough  or  scarlet  fever  and  no  spread  of  the  dysentery, 
paratyphoid  and  typhoid  occurred.  There  was  some  increased 
mortality  in  consequence  of  the  influenza  epidemic. 

Poliomyelitis  and  diphtheria  were  welcomely  absent  from  the 
notified  diseases.  Diphtheria  prophylaxis  received  a somewhat  better 
response  than  in  1950  in  respect  of  children  under  five,  but  fewer 
school  children  received  primary  immunisation,  and  while  the  immunis- 
ation state  of  school  children  as  a whole  is  at  a satisfactory  level,  that 
level  can  only  be  maintained  by  a continuing  increase  in  the  proportion 
of  parents  who  utilise  the  facilities  provided  by  their  own  doctors, 
at  the  clinic  and  at  the  schools. 

The  year  was  also  distinguished  by  rainfall  of  sufficient  intensity 
to  result  in  extensive  sewage  overflows  in  a low  lying  locality  of 
Chandler’s  Ford.  As  a result  of  recurrences  of  the  above  nuisance 
in  the  same  area  in  the  autumn,  the  difficulty  of  satisfactorily  disposing 
of  sufficient  excess  sewage  to  obviate  flooding  and  the  necessity  for 
making  provision  for  future  development,  a major  scheme  was 
approved  for  submission  for  Ministry  consent.  The  potentialities 
of  danger  to  health  from  these  overflows  remained  unrealised  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

In  the  Table  on  page  11,  male  and  female  deaths  have  been 
allocated  to  the  various  causes  according  to  the  Short  List  of  the 
Registrar-General  and  the  total  deaths  of  each  cause  further  analysed 
into  age  groups,  and  according  to  the  Ward  in  which  they  were 
domiciled. 

Age  at  Death 

Of  the  total  of  343  deaths  : — 

144,  i.e.,  42  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  75  years  and  over. 

229,  i.e.,  67  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  65  years  and  over. 

280,  i.e.,  82  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  55  years  and  over. 

306,  i.e.,  89  per  cent,  occurred  in  persons  45  years  and  over. 

Of  the  remaining  37  deaths  between  the  ages  of  0 — 45,  12,  i.e., 
4 per  cent,  were  in  the  first  year  of  life  and  25  ,i.e.,  7 per  cent,  were 
between  the  ages  of  1 and  45.

The  principal  causes  of  death  in  the  population  as  a whole  are 
shown  in  the  table  above,  along  with  the  corresponding  figures  for 
1949,  when  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  identical,  i.e.,  343.  These 
account  for  three-quarters  of  the  total  deaths.  The  toll  of  all  forms 
of  heart  disease  remains  very  constant  as  the  greatest  single  cause. 
Of  the  remaining  causes,  respiratory  diseases  in  1951  assumed  the 
position  of  the  second  principal  cause  instead  of  its  customary  fourth 
position.  This  increase  in  deaths  due  to  respiratory  causes  can  be 
laid  to  the  door  of  influenza  which  was  prevalent  in  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year  ; manifesting  itself  both  by  an  increase  in  deaths  due  to 
influenza  and  in  deaths  due  to  bronchitis.  The  debilitating  effects 
of  the  disease  also  hastened  the  end  in  deaths  primarily  due  to  other 
causes..

The  variation  in  the  rates  is  probably  due  largely  to  differences 
in  the  age  composition  in  the  population  between  the  various  Wards. 


Infant  Mortality 

During  the  year  12  children  died  before  attaining  their  first 
birthday  ; eight  of  these  died  before  they  were  five  days  old  from 
congenital  malformations,  prematurity  and  asphyxia.  Of  the 
remaining  four,  one  was  accidental  and  three  due  to  bronchitis  and 
pneumonia,  which,  having  regard  to  the  extent  of  respiratory  illness 
prevalent  as  influenza,  measles  and  whooping  cough,  was  very  low. 

The  resulting  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  21.31  per  thousand 
live  births  with  a Neonatal  Rate  (i.e.,  children  dying  under  the  age 
of  one  month)  of  14  per  thousand  live  births  is  quite  a favourable 
figure. 
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SECTION  IT 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 

Public  Health  Officers  ol  the  Local  Authority 

Full  particulars  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council, 
Medical,  Scinitary  and  Clerical,  including  in  each  case  information 
as  to  their  special  diplomas  or  certificates  of  qualification  as  well  as 
their  offices  and  duties,  have  been  incorporated  on  page  4,  at  the 
beginning  of  this  Report. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Royal  Hampshire  County 
Hospital,  Winchester,  continued  to  undertake  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  pathological  material,  water,  sewage,  milk  and  other 
foodstuffs  : serological  examinations  (other  than  that  of  Venereal 
Disease)  : and  routine  examinations  of  milk  and  ice-cream  (phosphatase 
and  methylene  blue  tests).  These  services  were  extensively  used 
and  appreciation  is  recorded  of  the  co-operation  and  help  received 
from  the  Laboratory. 

The  services  of  the  Southampton  County  Borough  Analyst 
were  available  for  chemical  analyses  of  water,  sewage,  etc. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

While  no  variation  in  the  service  was  made  during  the  year 
and  the  ambulances  and  sitting  case  car  continued  to  be  based  on  the 
Town  Hall  Yard  and  administered  locally  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council,  proposals  v/ere  made  to  re-organise  and  centralise  the  service. 
The  effect  of  these  proposals  in  regard  to  Eastleigh  was  that  the 
Eastleigh  Station  would  become  a sub-station  attached  to  a main 
station  at  Winchester  which  would  administer  the  service  within  its 
area,  receiving  all  requests  and  arranging  for  the  despatch  of  ambulances. 

(This  arrangement  has  now  been  put  in  force  and  ambulances 
should  now  be  called  by  dialling  999  and  asking  for  Ambulance. 
Advance  bookings  should  be  made  to  the  Senior  Head  Driver, 
Winchester  Ambulance  Station,  Kingsley  Place,  Stanmore, 
Winchester  (Telephone  : Winchester  2536).) 
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Domiciliary  Nursing  and  Midwifery 

The  area  was  satisfactorily  covered  as  regards  both  nursing 
and  midv/ifery  services.  During  the  year  two  nurses  resident  in 
Chandler’s  Ford  were  providing  midwifery  and  general  nursing  services 
there,  while  three  midwives  and  three  whole  time  general  nurses 
covered  Bishopstoke  and  Central  Eastleigh. 

Health  Visiting 

The  services  of  Health  Visitors  on  the  Hampshire  County 
Council  Staff  have  been  available  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough,  and 
home  visits  have  been  made  to  advise  mothers  regarding  the  welfare 
of  their  children  from  soon  after  birth  until  they  leave  school. 

Home  Help  Service 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a continuing  demand  for  help 
in  the  home,  mainly  from  the  aged  and  infirm  and  chronically  sick 
and  mainly  provided  at  m.odified  charges  or  without  charge. 

Application  for  help  should  be  made  to  the  Divisional  Organiser, 
Red  House,  Romsey  Road,  Eastleigh  (Telephone  : Eastleigh  87558). 

Day  Nursery 

At  the  Day  Nursery,  Tankerville  House,  Romsey  Road, 
accommodation  was  maintained  for  50  children.  Vacancies  were 
filled  from  a waiting  list  of  almost  the  same  number  in  the  following 
order  of  preference  : — 

(1)  Children  whose  mothers  are  obliged  to  work. 

(2)  Children  whose  mothers  are  ill  or  unable  for  some  special 

reason  to  care  for  them  themselves. 

(3)  Overcrowded  home  conditions. 

(4)  Children  suffering  from  some  disability  who  have  been 

especially  recommended. 

If  any  children  are  admitted  who  do  not  come  within  the 
above  groups,  it  is  on  the  understanding  that  the  child 
will  have  to  be  withdrawn  if  the  place  is  required  by 
another  child  with  a definite  reason  for  admission. 

Children  of  eighteen  months  to  five  years  are  cared  for  from 
8 a.m.  to  6 p.m.,  Mondays  to  Fridays  ; and  8 a.m.  to  1 p.m.  on  Saturdays. 
A charge  is  made  for  the  mid-morning  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  lunch  and 
tea  provided. 

The  children  are  subject  to  medical  examination  on  entry  and 
periodically  thereafter.

The  various  clinic  facilities  available  within  the  Borough  are 
listed  on  pages  17  and  18.

Hospitals 

General — General  medical  and  surgical  hospital  services  have 
as  in  the  past  been  rendered  by  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital, 
Winchester,  the  Royal  South  Hants  Hospital,  Southampton  and  the 
Children’s  Hospital,  Southampton. 

Sanatoria — Female  cases  were  accommodated  at  Hursley  Road 
Sanatorium  and  Fryern  Hill  Sanatorium,  Chandler’s  Ford  ; male  cases 
were  accommodated  at  The  Mount  Sanatorium,  Bishopstoke  ; and 
children  at  The  White  House,  Milford-on-Sea. 

Isolation — Cases  requiring  hospitalisation  have  in  the  main  been 
accommodated  at  the  Victoria  Isolation  Hospital,  Winchester,  and 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  Southampton.  Special  arrangements  were 
continued  in  respect  of  cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  children  being  admitted 
to  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar’s  Hospital,  Alton,  and  adults  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  Southampton. 

Patients  requiring  hospitalisation  of  any  description  have 
been  placed  either  by  direct  arrangement  with  the  hospital  or  via  the 
Winchester  Bed  Service  (Telephone  No.  Winchester  5151)  or  South- 
ampton Bed  Bureau  (Telephone  No.  Southampton  5117)  : a proportion 
of  cases,  particularly  Tuberculosis  and  Infectious  Disease,  have  had 
to  be  accommodated  further  afield  than  the  local  hospitals  and 
sanatoria. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes 

Hospital  Service — Rookwood  Maternity  Home,  Allbrook,  oper- 
ates as  a subsidiary  of  the  Maternity  Unit  of  the  Borough  Hospital, 
Southampton. 

Private-— Two  homes  registered  under  the  Acts  are  situated 
within  the  Borough.  Neither  has  accommodation  authorised  for  the 
reception  of  maternity  cases  and  the  majority  of  patients  are  old 
people  who  permanently  reside  there.  (One  has  since  closed  down). 

Mortuary 

Limited  Mortuary  accommodation  is  available  in  the  out- 
buildings at  the  Town  Hall. 

Byelaws 

Under  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  Scheme,  1936,  it  was  enacted, 
inter-alia,  that  all  Byelaws  made  before  1st  January,  1933,  ceased 
to  be  in  force  on  the  expiry  of  two  years  from  9th  November,  1936, 
unless  previously  repealed  or  altered.  Accordingly,  the  following 
Byelaws  were  in  operation  in  the  Borough  on  31st  December,  1951  :

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SECTION  HI. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Measles 

As  was  expected  from  the  cyclical  nature  of  this  disease,  referred 
to  in  a previous  report,  1951  proved  an  epidemic  year  for  this  disease 
and  825  notifications  were  received  in  respect  of  it,  thus  rivalling  in 
magnitude  the  epidemic  of  1945,  when  826  cases  occurred.  Isolated 
cases  (9)  occurred  in  January,  building  up  rapidly  during  February 
(104)  to  a peak  incidence  (369)  in  March,  falling  away  in  April  (254) 
to  a sharp  decline  in  May  (29)  : in  the  remaining  seven  months  there 
were  only  20  cases,  none  of  which  occurred  during  August.  Sex 
incidence  was  very  even,  415  cases  occurring  in  males  and  410  cases 
in  females. 

As  is  usual  when  the  disease  is  epidemic,  a wide  age  range  was 
affected  and  some  nine  cases  occurred  in  adolescents  and  adults  between 
the  ages  of  15  and  45.  Of  the  404  school  children  affected,  only 
seven  cases  were  in  children  over  the  age  of  10,  while  approximately 
one  in  every  six  of  children  aged  5 — 10  suffered  from  the  disease. 

The  period  of  exclusion  from  school  in  the  ordinary  case,  as 
prescribed  by  the  Memorandum  jointly  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Board  of  Education,  is  14  days  after  the  appearance  of  the 
rash  if  the  child  is  well,  v/hile  infant  contacts  who  have  not  had  the 
disease  should  be  excluded  for  14  days  from  the  date  of  appearance 
of  the  rash  in  the  last  case  in  the  house.  It  will  therefore  be  apparent 
that  the  loss  of  educational  time  in  a year  of  epidemic  measles  is  con- 
siderable. It  is  also  of  some  importance  that  this  loss  occurs  in 
greatest  degree  among  the  younger  children  at  a time  when  they 
are  grappling  with  fundamentals,  so  that  if  they  are  to  progress,  this 
loss  has  to  be  made  good. 

The  facilities  for  spread  of  such  an  infectious  disease  at  school 
where  large  numbers  of  susceptible  children  are  congregated  are 
obvious,  as  is  the  method  of  limiting  spread  by  the  exclusion  of  affected 
children  and  close  contacts.  Exclusion  from  school  does  not,  how- 
ever, mean  that  a source  of  infection  has  been  isolated  : this  rests 
upon  the  willingness  of  parents  to  impose  upon  themselves  and  family 
the  discipline  necessary  to  effective  isolation.  In  this  respect,  the 
ill  child  presents  less  of  a problem  than  the  child  who  has  the  disease 
in  a very  mild  form,  for  the  restriction  of  the  field  of  activity  of  a child 
who  is  infectious  but  not  ill,  is  a task  to  strain  to  their  limit  the 
resources  of  any  mother.  The  potentialities  for  spread  where  the 
home  environment  is  such  as  a new  housing  estate  or  camp  with  a 
large  number  of  young  children  are  not  insignificant,  some  reflection 
of  which  is  the  fact  that  of  the  total,  141  cases  occurred  in  the  Chestnut 
Avenue  Estate  and  112  at  the  Polish  Dependents  Hostel.  Undoubtedly 
cases  among  pre-school  children  were  attributable  to  infection  imported 
into  the  family  by  a brother  or  sister  at  school,  but  there  are  also 
indications  that  pre-school  children  are  not  infrequently  the  first 
in  the  family  to  be  affected  and  are  the  probable  source  of  the  disease 
in  their  older  brothers  or  sisters. 
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The  extent  of  infection  among  children  under  the  age  of  five  is 
indicated  by  the  total  of  410  cases,  i.e.,  14.5  per  cent,  of  such  children 
were  notified  as  suffering  from  the  disease.  There  were  14  cases  in 
children  under  one  year  and  42  cases  in  children  between  one  and  two 
years,  the  remainder  being  fairly  evenly  distributed  in  the  three  year 
groups  between  2 — 5,  in  whom  the  incidence  was  highest — approxi- 
mately one  child  in  every  five  was  affected. 

No  deaths  were  recorded  as  due  to  Measles. 

The  geographical  distribution  of  cases  within  the  Borough 
roughly  follows  the  pattern  of  child  distribution,  with  some  exagger- 
ation in  the  West  and  Chandler’s  Ford  Wards. 

Whooping  Cough 

The  year  also  proved  to  be  one  of  exalted  incidence  of  Whooping 
Cough,  the  179  cases  notified  being  the  highest  since  the  peak  year 
1943  when  there  were  285  cases.  Despite  this,  no  deaths  were  recorded 
as  due  to  Whooping  Cough.  The  incidence  fluctuated  from  month 
to  month  during  the  year,  the  heaviest  incidence  occurring  in  the  first 
quarter.  After  July,  incidence  was  light  in  the  Borough  general!}", 
although  some  33  cases  occurred  in  September  and  October  in  children 
at  the  Polish  Dependents  Hostel. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  cases 
were  in  children  under  the  age  of  five — 4 per  cent,  of  whom  contracted 
the  disease. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  33  families  accounted  for  70  of  the 
cases  ; 29  of  them  had  two  cases,  while  four  of  them  had  three  children 
affected.  In  19  instances  the  children  took  ill  on  the  same  day  ; in 
the  remaining  14  the  interval  between  the  children  falling  ill  varied 
between  one  and  24  days.  The  number  of  families  in  which  the 
affected  children  were  under  five  was  the  same  (15)  as  the  number  of 
families  in  which  one  of  the  affected  children  was  of  school  age  : the 
affected  children  were  both  of  school  age  in  the  other  three  families. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Forty-six  notifications  were  received,  three  of  which  were 
subsequently  withdrav/n,  leaving  a total  of  43  cases — 25  male,  18  fem.ale. 
School  children  were  affected  in  29  of  the  cases,  the  remaining  14  being 
all  pre-school  children. 

Of  the  children  of  school  age,  all  but  two  were  in  the  5 — 10 
age  group  and  were  distributed  among  nine  schools.  The  maximum 
incidence  at  any  school  was  six  cases  and  these  were  scattered  through- 
out the  year,  there  being  no  epidemic  spread  in  any  school. 

Of  the  14  pre-school  children,  eight  were  children  at  the  Polish 
Dependents  Hostel  and  of  the  remaining  six,  three  were  siblings  of 
affected  school  children. 

The  relatively  higher  incidence  in  the  Chandler’s  Ford  Ward 
is  accounted  for  by  the  occurrence  of  14  of  the  19  cases  at  the  Polish 
Dependents  Hostel.  It  is  remarkable  on  looking  back  through  the 
records  that  no  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  has  previously  occurred  at  this 
Hostel. 
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Cases  occurred  throughout  the  year  from  February  to  December, 
with  the  maximum  incidence  falling  in  November,  when  21  cases 
occurred,  including  all  but  one  of  the  Hostel  cases. 

The  overall  incidence  of  1.4  per  thousand  as  against  1.2  per 
thousand  in  other  smaller  towns  ends  a three-year  period  (1948-50) 
during  which  the  incidence  in  Eastleigh  has  been  one  quarter  of  that 
experienced  by  the  other  smaller  towns.  Over  the  years  that  local 
records  have  been  maintained,  there  is  evidence  of  a cyclical  variation 
in  the  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  peak  years  being  followed  by  years 
of  fairly  regular  decline  with  subsequent  years  building  up  to  a new 
peak.  While  the  sequence  was  naturally  upset  during  the  war  years, 
it  would  appear  that  this  periodicity  is  becoming  re-established  since 
the  end  of  the  war.  Since  1946  there  has  been  a progressive  decline 
to  the  low  figures  of  10  and  11  experienced  in  1949  and  1950.  This 
rise  in  1951  may  therefore  herald  a period  of  higher  incidence  of  the 
disease. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

As  in  the  previous  two  years,  notification  was  received  of  one 
case  of  this  condition,  which  in  the  past,  has  been  a potent  cause  of 
impaired  vision  to  the  extent  of  blindness.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
last  century  it  was  the  largest  single  cause,  responsible  for  between 
30  to  40  per  cent,  of  blindness  seen  at  blind  schools  and  institutions. 
By  1944  only  9 per  cent,  of  such  cases  were  attributable  to  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum.  This  reflects  the  efficiency  of  public  health  measures 
in  the  control  of  this  infectious  disease  aided  in  latter  years  by  the 
developments  in  treatment  provided  by  sulphonamides  and  antibiotic 
preparations  such  as  penicillin.  The  origin  of  the  condition  in  its 
severe  form  is  commonly  a gonorrhoeal  infection  of  the  mother  which 
is  conveyed  to  the  child’s  eyes  during  birth.  While  it  is  as  a rule 
readily  am-enable  to  modern  treatment,  it  is  a risk  which  can  be 
eliminated  by  prior  treatmient  of  the  mother.  If  the  suspicion  arises, 
facilities  are  available  for  confidential  examination  and  treatment, 
if  necessarj^  at  the  Clinics  listed  under  Section  II.  of  this  report. 

Pneumonia 

Notification  was  received  of  14  cases  of  pneumonia — seven 
male  and  seven  female.  Nine  of  the  cases  were  concentrated  in  a 
four  week  period  in  January-February  and  only  two  of  the  cases 
occurred  after  the  end  of  April.  Adults  were  mainly  involved,  six 
of  the  cases  occurring  in  patients  over  the  age  of  45,  while  three  children 
were  affected,  two  between  5 and  10  years  and  one  between  2 — 3. 
The  concentration  of  cases  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  was  due-  to 
the  influenza  epidemic  at  that  time. 

Erysipelas 

The  incidence  of  this  streptococcal  infection  of  the  skin  was 
five  cases,  four  female,  one  male,  none  of  which  were  recurrences. 
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Meningococcal  Infection 

One  case  of  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  in  a baby  was  notified, 
the  first  case  there  has  been  since  1947. 

Typhoid 

The  isolated  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  which  occurred,  is  the  first 
since  1939. 

It  occurred  in  a boy  of  11,  under  circumstances  which  rendered 
suspect  a stream  in  which  he  was  in  the  habit  of  playing.  Bacteriological 
investigations,  however,  incrimiinated  the  father  as  the  source  of  the 
infection — a Vi  strain.  The  mother  and  two  siblings  were  unaffected. 

After  a period  of  hospital  treatment,  the  boy  was  discharged 
to  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  which  ended 
after  a series  of  12  consecutive  negative  speciuiens  had  been  obtained. 

Despite  four  courses  of  treatment,  the  first  and  last  in  hospital, 
no  persisting  improvement  could  be  effected  with  the  father  who 
remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  a chronic  carrier  under  observation. 
Some  23  specimens  from  him  were  collected  and  examined,  all  of 
them  showing  scanty  to  heavy  growth  of  B.  Typhosus  on  culture 
with  the  exception  of  two  negative  specimens. 

The  co-operation  of  this  family  was  excellent  and  no  secondary 
cases  occurred. 

Paratyphoid  B. 

The  three  cases  of  Paratyphoid  notified  were  all  in  one  family — 
mother,  son  and  daughter. 

The  disease  was  first  diagnosed  in  the  daughter,  whereupon 
specimens  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  from  the  remainder  of  the 
family  revealed  that  the  mother  was  infected  and  in  the  subsequent 
examination  that  the  son  was  also  excreting  the  organisms.  All 
underwent  treatment  in  hospital  and  were  followed  up  at  home  after- 
wards. Recovery  was  uneventful  in  the  case  of  the  mother  and 
daughter  who  were  deemed  cured  after  twelve  consecutive  negative 
specimens.  In  the  case  of  the  son,  in  whom  the  infection  was 
asymptomatic,  the  outcome  was  less  satisfactory.  Ten  consecutive 
negative  specimens  were  followed  by  a positive  and  though  subsequent 
specimens  were  negative,  he  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  under 
observation  as  an  intermittent  excretor. 

Laboratory  investigation  showed  the  organism  to  be  of  Vi-phage 
Type  1 and  identical  with  that  responsible  for  an  outbreak  in  a nearby 
area,  in  which  the  source  was  finally  determined  to  be  a bakery  worker, 
the  infection  being  conveyed  in  artificial  cream. 

The  above  family  had  visited  this  area  four  days  before  the 
daughter  fell  ill,  and  cream  cakes  from  this  bakery  had  been  consumed 
on  that  occasion. 

The  full  and  ready  co-operation  of  this  family  under  the  tedium 
of  prolonged  investigations  was  of  great  assistance  ; no  secondary 
cases  occurred. 
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Dysentery 

Confirmed  cases  of  dysentery  due  to  Shigella  Sonnei  totalled 
25,  two-thirds  of  them  in  children  under  10,  the  remainder  in  adults. 

Twenty-one  of  these  (including  four  adults)  constituted  a local- 
ised outbreak  in  which  three  of  the  adults  were  members  of  the  Staff 
of  a sick  bay  in  which  the  majority  of  the  children  were,  or  had  been, 
patients.  The  other  adult,  although  unconnected  with  the  sick 
bay,  had  a history  of  dyspepsia  for  some  time  prior  to  the  outbreak 
and  probably  originated  it  as  a convalescent  carrier.  The  outbreak 
was  brought  rapidly  under  control.  The  disease  was  generally  mild 
in  nature,  but  in  certain  instances  difficult  to  clear,  the  maximum 
period  in  one  child  being  five  months. 

The  remaining  four  cases  were  all  adults,  two  in  one  family, 
in  which  the  source  of  infection  remained  undetermined. 

As  dysentery  was  widely  prevalent  throughout  the  country 
during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  the  general  incidence  in  the  Borough 
apart  from  the  localised  outbreak  which  has  special  features,  was 
relatively  light. 


Diphtheria 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  1951,  making  the  fifth 
consecutive  year  of  complete  freedom  from  the  disease. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

The  relevant  tables  show  (A)  the  number  of  children  immunised 
and  given  reinforcing  injections  in  each  year  since  1942  ; and  (B)  the 
overall  immunisation  state  of  children  in  the  Borough  who  fall  within 
the  age  groups  0 — 14  in  each  year  since  1943. 

From  Table  (A)  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  some  improve- 
ment over  last  year  in  the  number  of  children  under  five  who  received 
primary  immunisation.  Fewer  school  children  were  submitted  for 
primary  imununisation,  although  more  received  re-inforcing  injections. 

Table  [B)  shows  that  the  estimated  mid-year  child  population 
was  an  increase  of  224  over  last  year.  This  increase,  together  with 
the  deficit  between  the  number  of  pre-school  children  immunised  and 
the  number  of  immunised  children  who  attained  the  age  of  five  during 
the  year  has  resulted  in  a fall  in  the  percentage  of  protected  children 
under  five  from  51  to  49.  The  percentage  of  protected  school  children 
remained  steady  at  77  per  cent.,  while  the  overall  percentage  of  children 
up  to  15  declined  from  66  to  65  in  consequence  of  the  recession  in  the 
percentage  of  the  under  five’s.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia 

Three  instances  of  this  condition  were  notified  during  the  year. 
These  were  all  unrelated  cases,  two  of  which  occurred  in  hospital. 
The  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations,  1951,  which  became  operative 
in  June,  1951,  varied  the  definition  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  to  “ any 
febrile  condition  occurring  in  a woman  in  whom  a temperature  of  100.4°- 
Fahrenheit  or  more  has  occurred  within  fourteen  days  after  childbirth 
or  miscarriage.” 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  One  smallpox 
contact  was  under  surveillance. 

Vaccination 

The  following  statistics  on  vaccination  have  been  extracted 
by  courtesy  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.

These  show  some  improvement  in  the  uptake  of  vaccination — 
perhaps  influenced  in  some  degree  by  the  Brighton  Smallpox  outbreak. 
Two  hundred  and  thirty-two  children  under  five  were  primarily 
vaccinated  as  compared  with  172  in  1950. 

Of  the  estimated  births  in  the  twelve  months  ended  June 
1951,  37  per  cent,  were  vaccinated  as  compared  with  20  per  cent 
in  1950. 

Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  39  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
determined  in  the  area,  24  in  males  and  15  in  females.  In  the  case 
of  two  of  the  males  this  information  was  obtained  from  the  death 
returns.  Of  the  remainder,  11  were  cases  previously  notified  in  other 
areas,  who  had  moved  into  the  district  and  five  were  service  cases. 
No  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  came  to  my  notice. 

Ten  deaths  were  attributable  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
eight  males  and  two  females.  Male  deaths  were  all  over  the  age  of 
45,  while  both  of  the  female  deaths  were  in  the  25-45  age  period. 
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A Mass  Radiography  Survey  was  held  by  the  Southampton 
Mass  Radiography  Unit  during  February,  commencing  with  the 
Railway  Works  which  were  separately  covered,  and  following  on  with 
public  sessions  at  Chamberlayne  Road  Clinic,  when  special  facilities 
were  made  available  to  private  firms,  secondary  schools,  etc.  This 
survey  uncovered  43  cases  showing  T.B.  lesions  requiring  supervision 
or  treatment,  six  of  which  were  active  and  19  doubtful.  The  response 
to  this  purely  voluntary  examination  varied  in  different  groups — 
60-65  per  cent,  of  the  employees  of  private  firms  presented  themselves 
for  examination  whereas  some  5 per  cent,  of  the  remainder  of  the 
general  public  over  the  age  of  15  did  so.  How  many  of  those  who 
could  have  attended  were  deprived  of  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  they  were  free  from  chest  trouble  by  the  fear  that  something 
might  be  discovered  ? Some  will  admit  it  openly,  others  would  not 
admit  it  even  to  themselves.  Yet  I think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  a 
goodly  proportion  of  those  who  did  present  themselves  for  examin- 
ation would  also  realise  such  fears.  Their  merit  lies  in  that  they 
overcome  their  fears,  appreciating  that  even  in  the  remote  chance 
of  something  being  discovered  it  is  in  their  own  interest  that  it  should 
be  discovered  early  when  the  response  to  treatment  is  much  more 
rapid.

of  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951  and  the 
Fourteenth  as  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  comprises  Sections  IV, 
V and  VI  of  this  Report,  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of 
the  District,  Housing  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
respectively. 

The  use  of  caravans  as  temporary  dwellings  has  tendered  a 
further  increase,  and  the  licensing  of  land  as  caravan  sites  was  further 
reviewed  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  and  is  dealt  with  at  some 
length  in  Section  IV. 

The  question  of  refuse  disposal,  including  the  respective 
advantages  of  incineration  and  tipping,  was  reviewed  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  and  this  service  is  also  dealt  with  in  the  same 
section. 

The  increase  in  the  cost  of  housing  repairs  makes  it  almost 
impossible  to  recondition  many  of  the  houses  in  the  district  at  reason- 
able cost,  and,  as  in  former  3^ears,  only  the  bare  essentials  have  been 
dealt  with. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  at  the 
Bacon  Factory  was  40,855.  This  is  an  increase  of  3,480  on  the  total 
of  37,375  in  1950,  and,  as  indicated  in  my  reports  for  the  years  1949 
and  1950,  there  are  signs  that  the  increased  killings  will  continue,  as 
plans  for  the  extension  of  the  factory  are  under  consideration.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
(a)  Water 

Eastleigh  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southampton  Corpor- 
ation Waterworks,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Hawksley,  O.B.E., 
B.Sc.,  M.Inst.C.E.  (Waterworks  Engineer  and  Manager),  for  the 
following  information  : — 

(i)  The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  during 
the  year  1951  has  been  satisfactory  {a)  in  quantity  ; 
and  {h)  in  quality. 

{ii)  Regular  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  all 
water  supplied  by  the  Southampton  Corporation. 

All  water  from  the  Corporation’s  sources  of  supply  is 
treated  before  distribution. 

The  supply  to  the  Borough  of  Eastleigh  may  be  afforded 
from  any  one  or  more  of  the  three  following  sources  : — 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Otterbourne. 

Wells  in  the  chalk  at  Twyford. 

River  Itchen  at  Otterbourne. 

After  treatment  the  waters  from  the  above  three  sources 
are  pumped,  as  required,  to  the  various  areas  supplied, 
and  separate  zones  of  supply  for  the  distribution  of  the 
water  from  each  source  are  not  maintained.  Samples 
of  the  treated  water  for  bacteriological  examination  are 
taken  at  various  points,  and  the  three  following  groups 
of  samples  are  submitted  as  covering  the  whole  of  the 
supply  to  Eastleigh,  which  must  pass  through  one  or 
other  of  the  following  service  reservoirs  : —

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Water  Supply. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1951,  all  inhabited  properties  within 
the  Borough  were  provided  with  a supply  of  main  water  with  the 
exception  of  three  cottages  in  Boyatt  Lane,  which  obtained  their  water 
supply  from  a well  serving  all  three  houses. 

(b)  Drainage  and  Sewage. 

The  drainage  system  of  the  district  is  of  the  “ Partly  Combined  ” 
and  “ Separate  ’’  systems,  and  the  whole  of  the  Borough  is  sewered 
with  the  exception  of  some  small  areas  at  “ Middle,"  “ Stoke  Common," 
" Boyatt,"  and  " Chandler's  Ford." 

In  1944,  when  the  village  of  " Middle  " was  surveyed  by  the 
Sanitary  Department,  it  was  found  that  thirty-four  premises  in  this 
area  were  without  main  drainage,  but  in  1947,  following  the  extension 
of  the  main  sewer  to  the  new  housing  estate  at  North  Stoneham,  it 
was  found  possible  to  connect  ten  of  these  premises  to  the  sewer.  This 
was  carried  out  by  the  owners,  and  of  the  remaining  twenty-four 
properties  nine  are  provided  with  cesspool  drainage  and  fifteen  are 
using  the  conservancy  system.  They  are  mostly  agricultural  properties 
in  Chestnut  Avenue,  and  three  residences  in  Stoneham  Lane  are  within 
the  Green  Belt  on  the  south  side  of  the  town,  where  further  development 
is  unlikely. 

' At  the  request  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  undrained 
portion  of  " Stoke  Common  " was  surveyed  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  in  March,  1947,  when  it  was  ascertained  that  seventy-six 
properties,  spaced  out  in  blocks  on  both  sides  of  Church  Road  and 
Stoke  Common  Road,  were  without  main  drainage.  Of  this  number, 
ten  of  the  houses  had  cesspools,  the  remaining  sixty-six  properties 
using  the  conservancy  system.  The  drainage  of  these  houses  was 
considered  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  on  several  occasions  during 
the  years  1947  and  1948,  when  various  sewerage  disposal  schemes 
designed  to  improve  the  conditions  of  these  houses  were  discussed. 
Many  of  the  houses  affected  were  very  old,  and  in  July,  1948,  the 
Public  Health  Committee  were  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  in  provid- 
ing main  drainage  for  this  area  the  Borough  Council  and  the  owners 
of  the  properties  would  be  called  upon  to  spend  a sum  on  each  house, 
which  was  probably  more  than  many  of  the  older  cottages  were  worth, 
and  the  matter  was  left  in  abeyance. 

There  are  seventeen  houses  in  the  undrained  portion  of  Boyatt. 
Of  this  number,  twelve  are  provided  with  cesspool  drainage  and  five 
are  using  the  conservancy  system.  Several  of  the  houses  are  old 
agricultural  properties,  and  with  the  exception  of  three,  are  sited  along 
Boyatt  Lane,  and  may  be  affected  by  the  construction  of  the  proposed 
By-Pass  road  from  Winchester  to  Bournemouth. 

The  undrained  portions  of  Chandler’s  Ford  are  small  areas 
dotted  around  the  perimeter  of  the  village,  and,  during  the  year  under 
review,  the  drainage  of  Chandler’s  Ford  has  been  the  subject  of  much 
consideration  by  the  Public  Health  Committee.  In  March,  1951,  follow- 
ing a complaint  from  the  residents  .and  a report  from  the  Medical  Officer 
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of  Health  that  there  was  evidence  of  extensive  sewage  overflow  in  the 
lower  part  of  Park  Road,  the  Public  Health  Committee  requested  the 
Borough  Engineer  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  matter.  The 
results  of  the  Borough  Engineer’s  investigations  were  reported  to  the 
Public  Health  Committee  at  their  Monthly  Meetings  throughout  the 
year,  when  it  became  apparent  that  the  cause  of  the  flooding  was  due 
to  the  infiltration  of  storm  water  during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall  and 
unauthorised  storm  water  connections  which  surcharged  the  length  of 
sewer  at  the  bottom  of  Park  Road,  which,  being  of  insufficient  bore  to 
take  the  load,  became  a bottle-neck  in  the  system.  In  December,  1951, 
the  Borough  Engineer  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  a 
scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  sewerage  at  Chandler’s  Ford,  and 
a Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  matter.

(c)  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  greater  part  of  the  closet  accommodation  in  the  district  is 
on  the  water  carriage  system,  except  in  the  outlying  areas,  where  there 
are  still  some  one  hundred  and  forty-one  houses  using  the  conservancy 
system. 

Sixty-five,  or  approximately  half,  of  these  houses  are  situated 
at  Stoke  Common  ; twelve  are  at  Allbrook  and  the  remainder  are  old 
farm  cottages  dotted  around  the  perimeter  of  the  Borough. 

The  sewering  of  “ Stoke  Common  ” would  have  permitted  the 
conversion  of  some  of  the  sixty-five  houses  in  that  area  to  the  water 
carriage  system,  but  in  many  cases  the  houses  are  not  worth  the  cost 
of  draining  them.  In  the  meantime,  the  privy  middens  are  being 
replaced  by  pail  closets  or  chemical  closets  built  adjacent  to  the  rear 
of  the  cottages,  where  they  can  be  conveniently  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system  when  that  portion  of  the  area  is  sewered.  One  house 
has  been  provided  with  a watercloset  and  cesspool. 

The  twelve  houses  in  Allbrook  are  also  very  defective,  and  were 
badly  constructed  when  erected  some  eighty  years  ago.  They  are  all 
within  a few  feet  of  the  sewer  to  which  the  sink  drainage  has  been 
connected,  but  were  not  considered  repairable  at  reasonable  cost  when 
the  houses  in  Allbrook  were  reconditioned  and  converted  to  the  water 
carriage  system  during  the  years  1936-39,  and  their  condition  has  not 
improved  since. 

Of  the  remaining  sixty-four  cottages,  thirty-one  are  attached  to 
the  various  farms  in  North  Stoneham,  fifteen  are  in  Stoke  Park  and 
Fair  Oak  and  eighteen  are  in  Chandler’s  Ford,  Boyatt  and  Otterbourne. 
Pail  closets  are  chiefly  the  type  in  use,  although  thirteen  of  them  are 
within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  public  sewer. 
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The  following  work  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Department  during  the  year  under  review  : —

(d)  Public  Cleansing. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  method  of  scavenging  the  area 
during  1951,  but  during  the  year  under  review,  the  subject  of  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  together  with  that  of  the  collection  of  waste 
paper,  received  the  consideration  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

Under  present  arrangements,  the  contents  of  pail  closets  are 
collected  in ’a  tumbler  cart  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Works  for 
filtration,  and  the  contents  of  cesspools  are  collected  by  a mechanical 
cesspool  emptier  and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Works  or  in  a sewer. 

Dry  house  refuse  is  removed  weekly  in  mechanical  vehicles  and 
disposed  of  by  tipping  at  a worked  out  sand  pit  at  Fair  Oak,  and  in 
conjunction  with  the  appropriate  Official  of  the  Borough  Surveyor’s 
Department,  the  tip  is  kept  as  free  from  nuisance  as  possible.  The 
face  of  the  tip  was  continually  sprayed  with  creosote  during  the  summer 
months  to  prevent  nuisance  from  flies  and  crickets,  and  the  Assistant 
Rodent  Officer  treat en  the  tip  in  February,  May,  September  and 
December,  to  keep  it  reasonably  free  from  rats.  On  the  first  treatment 
of  the  tip  by  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer  it  was  estimated  that  not 
more  than  ten  rats  were  destroyed,  and  on  each  of  the  other  three 
occasions  less  than  twenty.  No  complaints  in  respect  of  flies  and  crickets 
were  received  during  the  year. 

During  the  month  of  November,  1950,  the  whole  question  of 
refuse  disposal,  including  the  respective  advantages  of  incineration  and 
tipping,  were  reviewed  by  a Sub-Committee,  who  agreed  that  it  would 
be  more  advantageous  to  adhere  to  a system  of  controlled  tipping. 
The  facilities  offered  by  the  present  tip  at  Fair  Oak  were  also  reviewed, 
and  being  satisfied  that  the  land  only  offered  facilities  for  a further 
short  period,  the  Sub-Committee  recommended  that  the  Public  Health 
Committee  should  consider  the  use  of  other  sites  for  tipping  as  a short- 
term measure. 

The  Sub-Committee  further  recommended  that  the  appropriate 
authorities  be  approached  regarding  the  acquiring  and  utilising  of  an 
area  of  the  irrigation  meadows  in  Barton  Peverel,  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Bishopstoke  Road,  as  a site  for  a controlled  tip,  with  the  ultimate 
idea  of  the  land  being  reclaimed  and  used  as  a Public  Park,  and  in  this 
connection  the  Ministry  be  asked  whether  they  would  agree  to  the 
loan  sanction  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1939  for  the  erection 
of  a new  refuse  destructor,  being  utilised  for  this  purpose. 

On  the  12th  October,  1951,  representatives  of  the  Borough 
Council  discussed  with  representatives  of  the  Hampshire  Rivers  Board 
the  use  of  the  site  adjoining  Bishopstoke  Road  as  a tip  which  could 
afterwards  be  used  as  a Playing  Field.  The  representatives  of  the 
Rivers  Board  thought  that  the  Board  would  object  to  this  arrangement 
as,  in  their  view,  the  River  Itchen  would  be  polluted  to  a material 
extent  if  this  were  done. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council,  after  consideration,  had 
decided  that  application  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government 
and  Planning  for  consent  to  the  purchase  of  the  land  on  the  north 
side  of  Bishopstoke  Road  as  a Refuse  Tip,  and  the  Ministry  be  asked 
whether  they  would  agree  to  the  loan  sanction  for  the  erection  of  the 
refuse  destructor  being  utilised  for  this  purpose. 

One  complaint  only,  in  respect  of  smells  and  insufficient  cover- 
ing of  the  refuse,  was  received  during  the  year.  The  complaint  was 
investigated  and  was  found  to  be  due  to  illegal  dumping  of  refuse  by 
unauthorised  persons.

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(k)  Smoke  Abatement. 

Two  complaints  in  respect  of  nuisance  from  smoke  emission  were 
received  during  1951. 

One  of  the  complaints  received  was  in  respect  of  smoke  and  fumes 
emitted  by  a factory  bakehouse.  The  factory  was  visited  and  the 
plant,  which  is  modern,  comprising  of  two  vertical  boilers  fitted  with 
automatic  coal  burners,  was  examined.  The  fuel  used  was  a mixture 
supplied  by  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power,  and  after  an  inspection  of 
the  plant  appeared  quite  suitable.  No  nuisance  was  found,  but  the 
Management  agreed  to  inform  the  Ministry  of  our  visit  and  ask  if  their 
fuel  could  be  improved.  No  further  nuisance  was  complained  of  during 
the  year. 

The  second  complaint  received  was  in  respect  of  smoke  emitted 
by  the  chimney  of  a sawdust  incinerator  in  a timber  yard.  Four  smoke 
observations  were  made,  but  no  nuisance  was  discovered,  and  the 
incinerator  was  being  kept  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(/)  Rats  and  Mice. 

The  modern  methods  of  Rodent  Control,  started  in  1944,  were 
continued  throughout  the  year.  Following  the  coming  into  force  of 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  on  the  31st  March,  1950, 
which  laid  upon  the  Local  Authority  the  duty  to  keep  its  area,  as  far 
as  is  practicable,  free  from  rats  and  mice,  a survey  was  made  of  a 
number  of  agricultural  properties,  and  where  necessary  arrangements 
were  made  for  a treatment  to  be  given.  This  involved  the  treatment 
of  cowsheds,  pigsties,  corn  ricks,  outbuildings  and  a number  of  agricul- 
tural cottages. 

During  a survey  in  the  town  area  it  was  found  that  a block  of 
shops  were  infested  by  rats  and  that  one  of  them  was  under  contract 
to  a Servicing  Firm.  This  firm  was  advised  and  arrangements  made 
to  carry  out  a simultaneous  treatment  ; the  method,  time,  baits  and 
poisons  were  agreed  upon,  and  the  operation  proved  very  successful. 

Following  several  complaints  from  the  Hursley  Road  area  of 
Chandler’s  Ford,  it  was  decided  to  contact  the  Rodent  Officer  of  the 
Romsey  and  Stockbridge  Rural  District  Council  and  arrange  to  treat 
the  whole  area  at  the  same  time,  using  the  same  baits  and  poisons. 
This  was  agreed  upon,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  co-operation  had 
a beneficial  effect.  Contact  was  also  maintained  with  other  Local 
Authorities  and  the  Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  Committee,  and 
work  was  planned  to  ensure  that  the  maximum  amount  of  co-operation 
was  achieved. 

During  the  year  a complaint  was  received  from  the  District 
Engineer,  British  Railways,  of  infestation  by  rats  of  the  Goods  Sheds. 
These  were  inspected  and  a further  infestation  was  found  at  the 
adjacent  Transfer  Sheds ; both  these  places  were  treated  and  no 
further  complaints  were  received  in  respect  of  them.  Before  the 
treatment  could  be  given,  it  was  necessary  for  a hole  to  be  cut  in  the 
brickwork  under  the  staging  of  the  Goods  Shed,  and  a door  fitted  so 
that  if  a treatment  should  be  required  at  some  future  date  access 
could  be  readily  gained.  It  was  also  necessary  to  ask  the  District 
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Engineer  to  have  the  docks  each  side  of  the  staging  in  the  Transfer 
Sheds  cleared  of  refuse,  food,  etc.  ; this  was  done  in  order  to  ensure 
that  the  treatment  was  as  successful  as  possible.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  the  local  Railway  Officials  are  prepared  to  co-operate  fully  with 
the  Local  Authority  when  the  occasion  arises. 

A one-day  Refresher  Course  on  Rodent  Control  was  held  at 
Winchester  on  the  20th  November,  1951,  and  was  attended  by  the 
Assistant  Rodent  Officer  and  the  two  Rodent  Operatives.  The  course 
was  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  knowledge  gained  will  prove  most  useful. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949,  it  is  obligatory  for  the  occupiers  of  private  and  business 
premises  to  notify  the  Local  Authority  if  rats  or  mice  are  infesting  their 
property  in  substantial  numbers,  and  this  section  of  the  Act  no  doubt 
accounts  for  the  fact  that  the  year  under  review  still  shows  a larger 
increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  received  by  the  Department. 

The  Annual  Test  Bait  of  the  sewers  in  the  Borough  was  started 
on  the  11th  June,  1951,  and  completed  on  the  14th  June,  1951.  In 
previous  years  it  was  the  practice  to  test  bait  the  manholes  in  the 
Eastleigh,  Bishopstoke  and  Fair  Oak  areas  on  Monday  and  on  the 
next  day  to  check  the  result.  This  was  followed  by  the  test  bait  of 
the  Chandler’s  Ford  area  and  the  subsequent  check.  This  year,  test 
baits  were  laid  in  Eastleigh,  Bishopstoke,  Fair  Oak  and  Allbrook  areas 
on  the  11th  June  and  in  the  Chandler’s  Ford  area  on  the  12th  June. 
The  Eastleigh,  Bishopstoke,  Fair  Oak  and  Allbrook  areas  were  checked 
on  the  13th  June  and  the  Chandler’s  Ford  area  on  the  14th  June. 
This  allowed  the  baits  to  be  in  the  manholes  for  48  hours,  and  if  any 
rats  were  present  that  gave  them  ample  time  to  find  it.  The  check 
showed  that  none  of  the  baits  had  been  touched,  and  therefore  it  would 
appear  that  the  sewer  system  of  the  Borough  is  free  from  rats. 

The  Borough  has  now  been  divided  into  two  sections,  each 
section  being  allocated  to  one  of  the  Rodent  Operators.  All  complaints 
which  were  received  from  each  area  were  inspected  by  the  Assistant 
Rodent  Officer,  and  from  the  source  of  the  complaints  blocks  were 
built  up  and  systematically  treated  by  the  Operator  concerned. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Assistant  Rodent  Officer,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Rodent  Operators,  enforced  the  provisions  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  in  premises  outside  the 
scope  of  the  Private  Dwellings  Scheme.  This  included  visits  to  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  Refuse  Tip,  Council  Depot,  Business  Premises, 
Factories  and  Camps.

(w)  Camping  Sites. 
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During  1951  the  use  of  caravans  as  temporary  dwellings  further 
increased,  and  the  licensing  of  land  as  sites  for  movable  dwellings 
received  further  consideration  from  both  the  Borough  Health  Com- 
mittee and  the  Borough  Development  Sub-Committee  of  the  Area 
Planning  Committee. 

At  their  Meeting  in  May,  1951,  the  Borough  Health  Committee, 
after  considering  a report  by  the  Town  Clerk  on  the  law  relating  to 
movable  dwellings  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
agreed,  as  a matter  of  policy,  to  licence  caravans  and  not  sites,  leaving 
the  Development  Sub-Committee  of  the  Hampshire  Area  Planning 
Committee  to  control  amenities  of  the  site  areas. 

Seven  applications  for  planning  permission  to  develop  land  as 
caravan  sites  were  considered  by  the  Development  Sub-Committee 
during  the  year.  Two  of  these  were  applications  for  the  extension  of 
limited  periods,  for  which  permission  had  been  granted  in  the  year  1950. 
Both  applicants  received  permission  for  a further  limited  period  expiring 
in  1952,  one  applicant  receiving  permission  to  increase  the  number  of 
caravans  on  his  site  from  six  to  eight,  the  other  being  refused  permission 
to  increase  the  number  of  caravans  on  the  site  from  eight  to  twelve. 
Two  of  the  remaining  hve  applications  were  refused,  and  three  were 
each  granted  permission  to  develop  a site  for  one  caravan  for  a limited 
period  expiring  in  1952. 

Thirteen  applications  to  erect  and  station  and  use  movable 
dwellings  on  various  sites  within  the  Borough  were  considered  by  the 
Borough  Health  Committee  during  the  year.  Two  of  the  applications 
were  for  the  renewal  of  licences  granted  for  a limited  period  in  1950, 
and  both  licences  were  renewed  for  a further  limited  period  expiring 
in  1952.  Of  the  other  eleven  applications,  nine  were  granted  for  limited 
periods  expiring  in  1952  and  two  were  refused. 

During  the  year  under  review,  six  cases  of  unauthorised  use  of 
sites  by  caravan  dwellers  were  dealt  with.  In  each  case  the  persons 
responsible  for  stationing  the  vehicles  on  the  sites  were  communicated 
with  and  the  caravans  were  removed,  one  family  being  rehoused  by 
the  Council. 

The  number  of  sites  in  the  Borough  which  were  used  for  camping 
purposes  on  the  31st  December,  1945,  was  two,  and  the  number  of 
caravans  stationed  on  these  sites  was  also  two.  Since  that  date  the 
number  of  caravan  dwellers  has  increased  annually,  the  number  of 
licensed  sites  and  movable  dwellings  situated  in  the  Borough  on  the 
31st  of  December  of  each  year  being  as  follows  : —

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{n)  Bathing  Pools. 

An  open-air  bathing  pool  has  been  provided  by  the  Council  for 
the  use  of  the  public.  The  site  lies  between  two  tributaries  of  the 
River  Itchen,  the  bed  of  the  one  on  the  west,  a mill  stream,  being 
seven  feet  higher  than  the  one  on  the  east,  so  that  a continuous  flow 
of  water  is  maintained  throughout  the  pool.  Samples  of  water  from 
the  pool  and  river  are  sent  to  the  County  Analyst  by  the  Borough 
Engineer’s  Department. 

There  is  also  a private  bathing  pool  at  the  Pirelli-General  Sports 
Ground. 

(0)  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds.

Housing  Repairs. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-five  complaints  in  respect  of  housing 
defects  and  dampness  were  received  in  the  Sanitary  Department  during 
1951  as  compared  with  one  hundred  and  forty-six  during  1950.  All 
these  complaints  were  investigated  by  the  Sanitary  Officers,  and  where 
action  was  found  to  be  necessary  the  owners  were  first  dealt  with 
informally. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  owners  to  carry  out  essential 
repairs  to  their  property,  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  informal 
notices  were  served  during  the  year  under  review.  In  ten  cases  only 
was  it  found  necessary  to  resort  to  formal  action,  when  statutory 
notices  were  served,  three  under  the  Housing  Act  and  seven  under  the 
Public  Health  Act.  No  work  in  default  was  executed  by  the  Council.

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Verminous  Premises  and  Articles. 

The  disinfestation  of  verminous  premises  and  articles  is  carried 
out  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  during  the  year  under  review  the

Of  the  eight  houses  found  to  be  verminous,  four  were  infested 
with  bugs,  one  with  both  bugs  and  fleas  and  three  with  fleas.  All 
four  houses  infested  with  bugs  were  privately  owned  and  the  infesta- 
tions were  slight,  requiring  only  one  treatment.  The  house  infested 
with  both  bugs  and  fleas  was  also  privately  owned,  but  four  treatments 
were  necessary  before  the  infestation  was  cleared. 

Of  the  three  houses  infested  with  fleas,  two  were  privately 
owned  and  one  was  Council  property.  One  house  required  only  one 
treatment  and  the  remainder  two  treatments  each. 

All  the  infested  houses  were  treated  with  Zaldecide. 
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SECTION  VI. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
Report  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 


(A.)  MILK. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream)  Act, 
1950,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1951.  This  Act  makes 
no  changes  in  the  law  : it  consolidates  certain  enactments  relating  to 
milk,  dairies  and  artificial  cream,  and  by  Section  32  is  to  be  construed 
as  if  it  formed  part  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  By  Section 
38(1)  the  Act  may  be  cited  together  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts, 
1938  and  1944,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  1938  to  1950. 

(1)  Supply  and  Distribution. 

The  control  of  milk  production  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  but  the  control  of  the  processing 
and  distributive  side  to  the  consumer  still  remains  with  Local  Authori- 
ties. The  Hampshire  County  Council  have  delegated  their  powers  and 
duties  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  dealing  with  the  licensing  of  Pasteurising  and 
Sterilising  Plants  to  the  Eastleigh  Borough  Council,  who  now  exercise 
the  functions  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 

The  bulk  of  the  milk  sold  within  the  Borough  is  drawn  from 
farms  in  the  District  and  the  surrounding  rural  areas,  and  pasteurised 
at  two  large  dairies,  both  of  which  are  equipped  with  “ High  Tempera- 
ture Short  Time  ” plants.  At  one  dairy  " Sterilised  ” milk  is  also 
produced  and  at  the  other  raw  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” milk  is  bottled. 
At  one  of  the  premises  a " Federal  ” dairy  pasteurises  the  milk  for 
retail  distribution  by  local  societies  in  Eastleigh  and  Winchester.  At 
this  dairy  the  new  bottling  and  filling  plant  which  was  installed  in 
1950  is  proving  very  satisfactory  and  all  bottled  milk  is  aluminium 
capped.  Both  dairies  supply  farm  bottled  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ” milk 
to  their  customers  and  both  have  several  sources  of  supply.  The 
consumer  in  Eastleigh  has  a choice  of  the  following  milk  : — Tuberculin 
Tested  milk.  Pasteurised  milk  and  Sterilised  milk.  Accredited  milk, 
as  such,  is  not  sold  and  this  designation  will  be  withdrawn  after  1954,

(3)  Milk  Sampling,  etc. 

Routine  sampling  of  various  milks,  clean  bottles,  detergents  and 
rinse  waters  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  Samples  are  transported 
to  the  testing  laboratory  in  an  insulated  container  which  is  not  artifi- 
cially cooled.  Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  is  carried  out  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Winchester,  free  of  charge,  but  there  is 
now  no  County  Laboratory  dealing  with  chemical  examinations. 

(a)  Pasteurised  Milk. 

During  the  year  one  hundred  and  one  samples  of  Pasteurised 
milk  were  taken,  and  of  these  two  failed  to  comply  with  the  phosphatase 
test.  Both  samples  were  taken  early  in  the  year  from  one  dairy  and 
an  investigation  of  the  plant  revealed  a defect  in  the  flow  diversion 
valve  ; this  was  corrected,  and  further  samples  taken  during  the  year 
were  satisfactory.  ^ 

(h)  Sterilised  Milk. 

This  milk  is  produced  at  one  of  the  dairies  and  is  processed  in 
special  bottles  with  porcelain  and  rubber  stoppers.  The  chief  advantage 
of  this  milk  is  that  it  will  keep  sound  for  long  periods,  but  the  restrictive 
market  for  such  milk  is  due  to  its  lack  of  “ Cream  line  " and  to  its 
slightly  different  flavour. 

Thirty  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  complied  with 
the  turbidity  test. 

(c)  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

Both  dairies  receive  this  milk  already  bottled  from  the  farms, 
but  there  is  also  a considerable  amount  of  bulk  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
which  is  treated  as  ordinary  milk  and  is  processed.  One  dairy  bottles 
some  of  the  bulk  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  received  from  the  County 
Council’s  Farm  Institute.  The  primary  responsibility  for  the  standard 
of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  rests  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  but  the  Local  Authority  have  the  power  to  take  samples, 
and  nine  were  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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{d)  Bottle  Washing  and  Filling  Plants. 

Both  dairies  have  mechanical  bottle  washing  and  filling  machines, 
in  which  the  returned  bottles  are  loaded  at  one  end  and,  after  under- 
going cleansing  and  sterilising  treatment,  emerge  at  the  other  end  to  be 
automatically  filled  with  milk.  Both  plants  are  very  efficient,  the  plant 
installed  at  one  of  the  dairies  during  1950  being  very  satisfactory. 

Clean  bottles,  in  batches  of  six,  are  regularly  tested  for  sterility 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  accordance  with  the  following 
standard  : — 

Mean  Bottle  Count,  reckoned  as  per  pint  bottle  : — 


Not  more  than  600  Satisfactory. 

Over  600  but  less  than  2,000  Fairly  satisfactory. 

Over  2,000  Unsatisfactory. 


Two  hundred  and  eleven  bottles,  including  one  new  type 
“ Sterilised  Milk  ” bottle,  were  examined,  and  all  were  reported  as 
“ Satisfactory.”  The  continuance  of  the  high  standard  of  bottle 
cleansing  at  both  dairies  is  most  gratifying  and  reflects  great  credit  on 
all  concerned. 

Routine  samples  of  detergents  and  rinse  waters  used  in  the 
machines  were  also  taken.  Thirty-two  samples  of  detergents  and 
forty-nine  samples  of  rinse  waters  were  taken,  and  in  the  majority  of 
cases  the  results  were  either  sterile  or  the  bacterial  count  was  low. 
The  hot  rinse  sections  of  both  machines  receive  chlorination  in  order 
to  prevent  the  growth  of  organisms  in  the  rinse  water.  In  both  cases 
the  final  cold  rinse  is  from  the  main  water  supply.  At  one  of  the 
dairies  a proportion  of  the  water  used  is  taken  from  a borehole,  and  a 
sampR  )f  this  water  was  reported  as  ” Satisfactory.” 

(B.)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

(1)  Slaughter-houses. 

Six  private  slaughter-houses  were  licensed  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year,  but  in  five  of  these  slaughtering  is  still  discontinued  under 
the  Live  Stock  (Restrictions  on  Slaughtering)  Order.  The  slaughter- 
house allowed  to  continue  in  use  is  that  situated  at  the  Bacon  Factory 
of  Messrs.  Harris  (Eastleigh),  Ltd.,  a subsidiary  of  Messrs.  Harris 
(Caine),  Ltd. 

The  bacon  factory  is  of  modern  design,  and  the  principal  work 
is  naturally  the  slaughter  of  pigs  and  the  curing  of  the  sides  into  bacon, 
and  the  amount  produced  has  steadily  increased.  There  is  also  a 
considerable  trade  in  the  smoking  of  imported  bacon  and  the  despatch 
of  pre-packed  provisions  and  sliced  bacon  to  retailers.  No  small  goods 
or  canned  foods  were  manufactured  on  the  premises. 

The  number  of  pigs  killed  was  40,855,  which  was  an  increase 
of  3,480  over  last  year’s  record  figure  of  37,375.  The  factory  is  now 
working  to  capacity,  and  extensions  will  have  to  be  made  if  the  through- 
put is  to  be  increased.  During  the  year  the  separate  gut  room  was 
enlarged  and  re-equipped,  which  eased  the  congestion  previously 
occurring  in  this  section  ; the  number  of  smoking  chambers  was 
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increased  to  six  by  the  building  of  a new  chamber,  and,  in  addition, 
a new  sawdust  store  was  built.  All  carcases  are  inspected  by  the  Meat 
Inspector,  and  judgment  is  based  principally  on  the  recommendations 
contained  in  Memo.  62  /Foods,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Contained  in  a separate  room  adjacent  to  the  slaughter-house  are  a 
fat  extracting  plant  and  a blood  drying  plant,  and  no  complaints  were 
received  in  respect  of  either  of  these  offensive  trades.  All  condemned 
carcases,  offal  and  blood  are  rendered  innocuous  in  these  two  plants 
on  the  premises.

The  visits  to  the  Southampton  (Eastleigh)  Airport  were  made 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  consignments  of  sausage  meat,  etc., 
received  from  Alderney.  The  arrangement  was  that  the  meat  and 
other  ingredients  were  flown  from  the  Airport  to  a factory  in  Alderney 
for  processing,  and  the  manufactured  products  were  returned  by  air 
and  thence  by  road  to  London.  All  consignments  were  inspected  upon 
arrival  at  the  Airport,  and  the  arrangement  continued  from  July  until 
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November,  when  delivery  by  air  was  discarded  in  favour  of  sea 
transport.  The  number  of  bags  and  the  weights  are  as  shown  under  :

(3)  Diseased  or  Unsound  Meat  and  Food. 

As  a result  of  the  above  inspections,  various  diseased  or  unsound 
conditions  were  discovered  as  detailed  in  the  following  tables.  The 
amount  of  tuberculosis  is  shown  in  Table  I and  the  other  diseased 
conditions  in  Table  II.  Table  III  shows  the  number  of  carcases  and 
the  percentage  incidence  of  disease.  Table  IV  shows  the  amount  of 
meat  and  other  foods  surrendered  on  account  of  unsoundness.  In  all 
cases  where  the  food  was  not  subject  to  the  disposal  instructions  of 
the  Ministry  of  Food,  it  was  collected  and  disposed  of  by  the  Depart- 
ment. Ah  condemned  food  suitable  for  animal  feeding  is  disposed  of 
through  the  Council’s  Salvage  Scheme.  Food  which  is  unsuitable  for 
this  purpose  is  disposed  of  at  the  refuse  tip,  and  every  precaution  is 
taken  to  ensure  that  it  is  suitably  buried. 

Both  traders  and  the  public  seek  advice  regarding  suspected 
food  and  during  the  year  142  such  requests  were  made  by  traders, 
whilst  complaints  from  the  public  numbered  9.  The  food  is  examined 
immediately,  and  there  was  no  necessity  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
in  respect  of  any  unsound  foodstuffs  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  within 
the  Borough.

(5)  Adulteration. 

The  County  Council  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  within 
the  Borough,  and,  as  such,  take  routine  samples  of  food  and  drugs  for 
the  purpose  of  detecting  adulteration. 

(6)  Registered  Premises. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  under  Section  14  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  is  as  follows  : —

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The  above  figures  show  an  increase  of  nine  on  the  number  of 
premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  The  registration  granted 
for  the  storage  only  of  ice-cream  was  to  enable  the  owner  of  a mobile 
cinema  to  store  ice-cream  pending  its  sale.  In  all  cases  the  premises 
were  inspected  and  any  necessary  improvements  effected  before  registra- 
tion was  granted  by  the  Council. 

(7)  Ice-cream. 

The  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Amendment  Regulations, 
1951,  appointed  the  1st  March,  1951,  as  the  date  from  which  local 
authorities  may  require  the  use  of  thermometers  to  indicate  and  record 
the  temperature  to  which  ice-cream  mixture  is  subject  in  the  manu- 
facture of  ice-cream. 

Ice-cream  is  still  only  manufactured  on  two  premises  within  the 
district.  At  one  of  these  premises  a retailer  makes  a “ complete  cold 
mix  ” ice-cream  for  his  own  retail  sale,  but  the  other  manufacturer 
caters  for  both  wholesale  and  retail  sale.  At  these  latter  premises  the 
plant  is  modern  and  the  ice-cream  is  heat  treated  in  accordance  with 
the  Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947  to  1951,  and 
both  recording  and  indicating  thermometers  are  in  use.  In  addition 
to  the  two  local  products,  ice-cream  from  twelve  other  manufacturers 
was  on  sale  within  the  town.  With  a few  exceptions,  the  whole  of  the 
general  traders  sell  the  pre-packed  article,  the  sale  of  loose  ice-cream 
being  confined  to  premises  devoted  to  that  or  similar  purposes.

Note. — Owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing  the  hygienic 
quality  of  ice-cream  and  to  the  experimental  error  of  the  laboratory 
itself,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological 
results  on  any  given  sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a 
series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over  a six-monthly  period 
50  per  cent,  of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per 
cent,  in  Grades  1 or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  into  Grade  3,  and 
none  in  Grade  4. 

It  is  further  suggested  that  if,  out  of  the  four  grades  recom- 
mended, ice-cream  consistently  fails  to  reach  Grades  1 or  2,  it  would 
be  reasonable  to  regard  this  as  indicating  defects  of  manufacture  or 
of  handling  which  call  for  further  investigation. 
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The  summary  shows  that  the  results  obtained  were  again  satis- 
factory, and  were  indeed  the  best  figures  yet  obtained  since  this  form 
of  provisional  grading  was  adopted  in  1947. 

(8)  Food  Poisoning. 

Two  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  concerning  an  elderly  man  and 
his  wife  were  notified  within  the  Borough  during  the  year.  The  cases 
were  mild  and  no  definite  source  of  the  infection  was  traced. 

(9)  Food  Hygiene. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Byelaws 
made  by  the  Council  under  Section  15  contain  wide  powers  to  ensure 
that  food  premises  are  satisfactory  as  regards  structure,  and  that 
hygienic  habits  are  observed  by  the  staff.  The  condition  of  the  food 
premises  within  the  Borough  is  generally  very  satisfactory,  and  more 
emphasis  must  now  be  placed  upon  the  individual  and  the  co-operation 
of  all  managements  is  appreciated  in  this  respect.  Arising  out  of 
visits  paid  to  Food  Shops  and  Premises,  twenty-five  informal  notices 
were  served  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  nineteen  notices 
were  complied  with.
